Will We Taken to Home in West Vir- 


ginia on Monday. 


On Monday of last week trackmen 


working on the railroad 
found a 


young man lying on the tracks in the 
Mt. Dallas yards, evidently intending 
to allow himself to be run over and 
thus close his earthly career. 
The 


workmen took him from the tracks, 
but escaping later he placed himself 
in a similar position before an ap- 
proaching passenger train. The en- 
gineer saw him and applied 
the 


brakes but did not succeed in stop- 
ping the train until the wheels of the 
engine were within 10 inches of his 
head.

from Bedford! 
The last authentic 


news that I had was to read The Ga- 
zette of September 22, at the home ot 
W. B. Shuck in Chicago, where I was 
a week ago. 
Will, alias Happy Bill, 


and his good wife Lottie live as snug- 
ly as one could imagine on South 
Park Avenue, having more room than 
they need for housekeeping. 
Will 


has his workshop in a large back 
room. 
'Tis here he turns out his 


numerous decorations, made of pa- 
per, muslin, etc. 
He sells to the 


largest department stores m the city. 
He looks well and if any of 'your 
older readers remember "Uncle Dan" 
Shuck, as we used to call him, they 
will see his double in this hard-work- 
ing son of his. Mrs. Shuck is getting 
quite white yet she retains that pleas- 
ant smile and those pleasant ways 
that Lottie Leader had in Bedford 
twenty-five years ago. 
They both 


look anxiously for The Gazette and 
read every item. 


Now for Dyersburg and the coun- 


try about it. The town is not up to 
date in many ways. 
Sidewalks are 


bad and the streets are unpaved. 
(Hurry up the paving at Bedford.) 
Today is a very juicy day; it began 
thundering at midnight and the rain 
began to fall in torrents about two 
this a. m. and it has kept it up ever 
since; even now the big drops come 
down thick and fast and it doesn't 
take many of them to spoil the white 
dresses that the girls from the1 coun- 
try spent so long in doing up—the 
pleats and tucks she had as correctly 
smoothed out as was possible, so that 
she could make a good appearance at 
the fair or circus, both of which are 
here today despite*tne rain and mud. 
So is the country girl and her best 
fellow. I see them go along the side- 
walk in the rain with little fingers 
linked together and in the other 
hand a half-moon pie. Some of these 
pies are made of berries and even 
though the crust is thick as sole 
leather and tough as tripe the juice 
leaks out and goes dripping over the 
front of the white dress before re- 
ferred to; imagine the rest. 


I'll wager that there are a thous- 


and negroes on the streets -here to- 
day. 
They could not pick cotton 


hence came to town to see the big 
show, which is 101 Ranch Wild West. 
They had no parade but had to come 
up the main street-from the depot to 
;et to the fair grounds where they 
are booked to. show. Many walked 
up town and to see the big Indians 
walking along through the rain with 
a huge blanket around their bodies, 
and the squaws with a papoose tied 
on their backs, some crying, some 
aughing, was very amusing. 
The 


white girls rode horseback and they 
were as happy seemingly as could 
:>e, even if it were raining pitchforks. 
They did not seem to care about the 
weather. The horses that hauled the 
wagons were fine big ones, most* of 
them black. The ox teams, six, eight 
and a dozen to a wagon were worth 
craning the neck to see. 
The oxen 


were very large and had horns such 
as many of your readers have never 
seen. 
They moved very steady and 


slow but, like the bed bug, got there 
just the same. If the owners of this 
wild west show^ think these Southern 
people have never seen an, ox team 
they are wonderfully mistaken, for 
in many locations I see more oxen at 
work- than I do mules or horses. 
This is supposed to be a dry town 


so far as liquor is concerned, yet I 
have seen many on the streets shak- 
ing about as much as old Bill Good 
used to do—not from nervousness 
however. 


Business in all this Southern coun- 


try is good 
The cotton crop is above 


the average and the price is high, 
good midland cotton today is worth 
fourteen cents. 
Now, when in davs 


long since passed I used to see it sell 
at five and six cents I imagine these 
fai mers making money hand over 
fist but they say to me, "In those 
days we got meat at ten cents a 
pound and meal at half the price of 
today, both of these articles have 
doubled themselves, so you see we 
are not so much ahead of the game 
after all." 


This town has, they say, five thous- 


and inhabitants 
If so they must 


have the whole township included m 
the borough. The Dyersburg Whole- 
ale Grocery, with Mr. Rucket, a 
pleasant and genial man, as manager 
has made a great success out of 
the business. The Stevens Hotel is 
the principal one; it could be im- 
proved very much; the young men in 
the office are genial, good boys. 


Here in this state we have three 
Taylors as candidates for Governor. 
The father is a candidate on the Pro- 
hibition ticket with son Alfred a 
candidate on the Republican ticket 
and Bob a candidate on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 
Bob has already been 


Governor three times and is only 
now running again to carry harmony 
into the lanks of the divided party.

Will lie Produced m Altoona Tlirce 


Days Xe\t \Veek. 


Much interest has been manifested 


concerning the mechanical methods 
of the thrilling chai lot race employed 
in Klaw & Erlangei's new and great- 
er production ot General Wallace's 
spectacle, "Ben-Hur," which is to be 
presented at the Mishler Theatre, Al- 
toona, for three nights and Saturday 
matinee, October 27, 28 and 29. This 
will be the second engagement ot 
•"Ben-Hur" m Altoona 


In this great arenic contest the 
spectator sees eight hoises galloping 
at break-neck speed and straining 
every muscle to gain the advantage 
in-the race within the amphitheatre. 
Behind each quartet of hoises is n 
.Roman chariot. The wheels revolve 
"rapidly; the chariots lurch and sway 
-and the flaming beribboned gai ments 
-of the drivers flutter behind them, 
• adding intensity to the realism of the 
.scene. 
The illusion is still further 
increased as the interior wall of the 
amphitheatre moves along and the 
. dust flies in blinding clouds beneath 
the crushing wheels of the chariots. 
The clatter of the rushing hoofs of 
the horses and the rumble of the 
chariots are distinctly heard. 


Elaborate mechanism and applica- 
tions of electricity produce this great 
effect. 
The mechanism of two great 
cradles, twenty feet m length and 
fourteen feet wide, and which are 
movable back and forth on railways, 
is supported by a bridge structure 
capable of holding twenty tons. The 
tops of the cradles are two inches 
above the level of the**stage. 
Each 


cradle bears the four horses and the 
chariot of each contestant. On each 
cradle there are four runways and 
treadmills,of hickory slats two inches 
wide and covered with rubber; they 
are twelve feet long and two and a 
lialf feet wide. 
On each of these 


treadmills a horse is .secured by steel 
cable traces, which hold him In place 
and prevent him from moving for- 
ward off the runways. As each horse 
gallops, the treadmill revolves under 
his feet, thereby eliminating the for- 
ward pressure created by the impact 
of-his hoofs, which would force him 
ahead on an immovable surface. By 
this mechanical arrangement it is 
possible for the horses actually to 
.gallop with all their speed within the 
space of their own length. It is con- 
sidered the most realistic effect ever

OPENING OF THE GREAT PENNSYLVANIA 


STATION IN NEW YORK 


On Sunday, November 27, full train service will be 


inaugurated by the Pennsylvania Railroad to and from its 
new station at Seventh Avenue and Thirty-second Street, 
New York City. 


The location of the Pennsylvania Station, one block 


from Broadway, two blocks from Fifth Avenue, is in the heart 
of the hotel, club, and theatre district of Manhattan. Within 
a short radius are located the majority of the big retail stores 
and restaurants. The Seventh Avenue surface cars and the 
-Eighth Avenue surface cars pass its doors; the Thirty-fourth 
Street surface cars (crosstown) pass its Thirty-fourth Street 
entrance, and stations of the Sixth Avenue Elevated and 
Hudson and Manhattan Tubes are a short block from its main 
entrance.
